Only five of the six British dele­ 
gates were present when 
the 
mo­ 
m entous and long 
heralded 
Irish 
peace conference opened today in 
Premier Lloyd George’s official resi­ 
dence at IO Downing street. 
The 
absentee was Austin Chamberlain, 
governm ent leader In the house of 
com m ons who is described as ‘‘the 
most conciliatory member of E ng­ 
land’s big six.” He is suffering from 
a slight attack of illness. 
It is learned that the war office, an­ 
ticipating a demand by the Sinn Fein 
for the liberation of the Irish prison­ 
ers in detention camps, has reported 
to Downing street .ruling against 
such action 
.It was pointed out that 
the liberating of the Irish prisoners 
would free 3,000 officers of the Irish 
Republican army.

When the arms parley gets around to the subject of dealing 
with land forces it will discover that the round earth is cumbered 
by armed men. A recent tabulation shows that fourteen nations 
are now- supporting no less than 6,000,000 soldiers. 
Of all the nations aligned against the Central Powers in the 
Great War. the United States is the one country that has brought 
about a complete demobilization of its land forces. Three years 
have passed; the grasses of three summers have carpeted the 
shell-slashed Western, Eastern, Saloniki and other fronts, but 
Europe has not finished with demobilizing and is no more than 
dreaming far-off dreams of disarming. 
Germany has demobilized and all but disarmed. Germany is 
the only first-class military power that has done so, and Germany, 
ringed around with bayonets, had either to disarm or die. 
France? 
With 1,034,000 men under arms, France watches 
Germany, troubled by the future. 
She will keep her army, con­ 
ference or no conference, unless she can in some way be assured 
against another German attack. 
The Polish army, staffed and 
instructed by France, watches Germany from the east and stands 
as the advance post of Western Europe against the Soviets. The 
lowest possible estimate 
of the Soviet army 
is 538,000 men. 
Along Prussia’s western rim new Balkans and old Balkans are 
armed to the teeth. 
The British have 745,000 men, and they need them what 
with Ireland, Egypt ana India. Peaceful Italy has 350,000; Japan 
has 300,000; Greece with its Asia Minor war has ‘255,000 and 
needs more, and Spain with the Moslems surging toward the sea 
has 253,000. Even Switzerland, traditionally at peace, has 170,- 
000, while the United States has but 149,000. 
Asia is weighted with armed men. 
The total forces in the 
Chinese civil war number 1,370,000. 
Armies move in Siberia. 
Trouble stirs in South Asia. 
Overnight these 6,000,000 could be increased from trained 
reservists to 20,000,000 or even more The old war machine still 
stands intact The nations still file by, paying tribute to Mars. 
A half dozen major and minor wars are under way. 
The round earth is cumbered by armed enm and the Seven 
Seas are crowded with armed ships. No nation dares act singly, 
separately and alone in reducing a burden that bears hard upon 
them all. The one hope of its being lessened rests with the con­ 
ference that will assemble in Washington on November ll.
